Plea For New Trial 


TRENTON ‘John Henry 
Swan, giant thedter porter now in 
the State Prison death house for 
the brutal strangling of 20-year- 
old Marion Oliver in the, lounge 
of New Bruswick's Opera’ House, 
aswed the Court of Errors and 
Appeals Tuesday (o grant him a 
new trial.

It. is- learned, on unimpeachable authority, that a bill 
will soon. be-infroduced in. the Legislature, under the spon- 
sorship of Essex County influences, to increase the number 
of members of the Commission-on the Condition of the 
Urban Colored Population. (See Harry B. Webber's inter- 
view of Commissioner Wm. Galloway on page one of this 
issue.) 

Ordinarily, there would be no “objection to an increase 
in the size of this commission. But, in view of the forces 
behind the prospective bill—forces. which, it is submitted, 
would like nothing more from the Commission than a set 
of political appointments—we suggest that the prospective 
attempt to make of this Commission a mere political foot- 
ball be nipped before the play can get started. 

We suggest that “Signals off!” is a timely and sensible 
order for members of the Legislature to give now,—calling 
the play back to a new beginning and for clearer counsel. 

If: we believed that additional members, under any 
sponsorship, would enlarge and facilitate the work of the 
Commission, we should unhesitatingly be for additions.

This is an -editoriai touching on life in. New’ Jersey 
as well as life in New Guinea; in India as well as in Idaho; 
in North Africa as well as in North, America. Here, 
briefly, we propose to take a view of the world as a whole 
as. of today, from the standpoint of its important aspect: 
its politics. 

A recent report from Washington ‘had Secretary of 
State Hull telling a group of reporters he wished they 
would keep their mind on the war and leave politics out 
of it; as he sought to ward off questions about American 
policy in North Africa. , 

Secretary Hull’s remark does not necessarily mean that 


It may mean that the Secretary. finds it embarrassingly. 
difficult, to explain or justify the particular kind of. politics 
we are playing in North Africa, ‘and so wishes the fellows 
wouldn't ply him with all manner, of questions in these try- 
ing times. "RE 

Let's look for a moment at the broader relation this 
country. sustains to the world scene.and the new world on 
the make. Directly we look, it is:clear that our omissions 
are no: less important than our commissions.: At.home, 
if we have talked a good war for freedom and equality, 
and, even, knocked down, under the pressure of necessity 
and. ‘democratic criticism, a few of the bars against partici: 
pation-of millions of our colored citizens in the war effort, 
we have omitted to. accept the challenge: of serious structur~ 
al democratization .thrown ‘down at our feet. ,by the “dra 
of: world tendency and‘ our! own: awükéning 
science, in respect" "of colored citizens.' 
still resident on the outskirts of American life; either. as 


if we have. commended the heróie. Chinese |; 


ge, we » have omitted to bring the "Chinese into 
mi ee circle of Allied councils; orto: give China the 
substantial aid of arms and materials she so justly deserves. 

‘Tf we have praised the- Russians. for their courage 
and ‘resourcefulness. and. breathed-more easily on retiring 
at night knowing that we are, at least, sending them some 
of the tools of war, we have omitted to commit ourselyes, 
except in:the. most guarded manner, to any longtime co- 
operation, or collaboration with. the Russians, as Britain 
has done, oii post-war affairs. Indeed, to judge from some 
of the talk that emanates from "Washington and from 
Washington and from “certain informed sources". through- 
‘out the country, we are so generous as to consider, after the 
Russians. have whipped Hitler, allowing them an equal part 
in settling thé peace. 

India. we have reserved for the last, for two reasons. 
First, it-would ill become Americans to speak too harshly 
or forthrightly to the British about India, considering the 
treatment of our own colored people. 

But, second, in such a breach of moral and. political 
propriety is to be found our chief weakness as a democratic 
nation fighting the present war. Weare in the position 
of the American pot which dares not.call the British skillet 
black, for reasons altogether too obvious. The significant 
question is, Is our osition the only one we are capable 
of assuming; fur position. the one, by the test of 
American com e; which promises us most in lasting 
peace and c emocratie, living? 

If no bomb ever falls on New Jersey—and we ‘hope 
none does!—New Jersey is no less involved in the answer 
to these questions than New Guinea.

The New Jersey Commission on Condition of the Urban 
Colored Population makes plenty of news as a political 
unit, but mystery shrouds its other activities and one 
wonders if anything in the way of investigation and con. 
clusion is being’ done. In case there is not, máy we sug- 
gesta few things that no Jersey Cormimission on the Negro 
ever sees fit to do, yet whieh are of fundamental importance:

1. We would like to know the cant Negro population 
of the state since the last census. Many industries and 
many politicians would also like to. know how -the war 
migrations havé swelled. the Negro populace. Industries 
seeking manpower would highly appreciate such a set of 
accurate figures. 

2^ We would like to how many Negro war worker's 
there are in New Jersey and what lines they are in and 
how much they make. ‘Such a table would also be in great 
demand by all business and would enable the, Commission 
to readily spot sections and industries in which the Negra 
is not employed. 

3. We would like to know how many Negroes and in 
exactly what departments are employed by the State of 
New. Jersey. The Commission has the power to secure 
such figures. It will not take long because there are so ` 
few émployed. Perhaps ‘a list of department in which the 
Negro is not employed might be a better approach. 

4. We would also like to know how many Negroes hold ` 
jobs, say of $2,000 or more-in'city and county governments 
in the state. This figure should also: be: easy to secure 
as there are few. 

5. We would like to know something about the mig- 
rant workers yearly imported into the state. Nothing has 
been heard of them since the Cranbury riots. 

6. We would like to know. how: defense work is affect- 
ing children of-high school age in: the state. Is it drawing — 
them: away from school oF mot; and to what extent? .
